COUNCIL TELLS 
OF WORK DONE 


Secretary Fisiier Telis uf Aciivi- 
ties of Council—-33 New Mem- 
bers Enrolled 


A number of matters of consider- 
able importance were dealt with in 
the report of the Council of the Board 
of Trade, which Was submitted to the 
meeting of the Board on Tuesday by 
Secretary Fisher. 

The secretary stated that the com- 
mittee on Agricultural Development 
had been instructed to look into the 
situation with regard to the shortage 
of farm labor. After the recent con- 
ference held at Edmonton between 
the Director of National Service, mem- 
bers of the Provincial Legislature, and 
representatives of provincial and loca! 
organizations, it was felt that the work 
wos being well organized and efficient- 
ly handled, and was of a nature re- 
quiring centralization. It did not ap- 
pear that there was anything further 
for the Board to do in the matter, oth- 
er than to co-operate by turning over 
to the Department of Agriculture such 
inquiries as might come to the office 
of the Board. 

Thirty-three New Members, 

The secretary announced with much 
satisfaction that the membership com- 
mittee reported the adding of 33 new 
names to the list of membership of the 
board, The committee had also drawn 
up a scheme containing many valuable 
suggestions for increasing interest in 
the meetings and in the work of the 
board generally, 

Reporting upon other matters dealt 
With by the Council of the Board, the 
secretary stated: 

“A report was received from the 
Transportation committee drawing at- 
tention to the cessation of construction 
on the Onoway-Grande Prairie branch 
otf the Canadian Northern Railway. 
The report showed that in the five 
years since an urrangement was en- 
tered into to expedite construction un- 
der which bonds for 250 miles of this 
road were guaranteed by the province, 
less than 34 miles have been complet- 


ed, The report emphasized the urgent 
need r the completion of this line, 
The greater part of the route runs 
through country rich in natural re- 
sources, highly suitable for mixed 
arming or stock raising and having 
valuable timber resourc ; and every 
line of business activity in this eity 


would inevitably be stimulated by the 
development which would resuit by 
the construction and operation of the 
line. Your council are giving very 
reful consideration to the whole 


Situation, but have not at present any 
results to report, 

“The Publicity committee submit- 
ted a report advising against the en- 
dorsation by this board of an appli- 
cation to the city council by Miss M. 
2. Pearson, of New York, to assist her 
in conducting a tourist booking bur- 
eau in that city. This report was ad- 
opted by your council, 

“The secretary was instructed to 
proceed to Regina to represent this 


board of trade at a conference of wes 
tern shipping centres to be held im Ite- 
fina on March 14th, at which some 
traffic matters vitally affecting lid- 
monton's interests are to be discussed. 

“Information was submitted to your 
council to the effect that present cable 
rates to Great Britain are apparently 
discriminatory in favor of coast cities 
and to the disadvantage of Edmonton 
und other inland points. Committee 
instructed to répert,””
